This week the Sierra Madre Volunteer Fire 
Department, with the cooperation of the city of 
Sierra Madre and the Police Department, are 
doing a city-wide mailing of new telephone stickers. 

Following a brief shake-down period to ac¬ 
quaint all personnel with the new emergency tele¬ 
phone system the fire department personnel 
realized the advantages of the 9-1*1 system and 
felt it would be advantageous to strongly promote 
the use of the system. 

Included in the mailing is the statement on 
the envelope: “Important information concerning 
911.” Two telephone stickers and a very brief ex¬ 
planation of the use of the stickers will be found 
in the envelope. 

The city administration and the fire department 
membership point out that the biggest advantage of 
the new system is that once the telephone is picked 
up by the police - fire dispatcher, the address and 
telephone number of the telephone will appear on
